The Goodwins of Washington County, Indiana. 

Aaron Goodwin was born in 1753. His birth-place is given as 
Virginia and as Hartford, Conn. His fourth child was Enoch, 
said, in first line on page 69 of the 1897 Supplement, to be un- 
traced. It now appears that the Goodwins around Lebanon, Ind., 
supposed to be descendants of John Goodwin of Appendix C, are 
the descendants of this Enoch, and they also have the Connecticut 
origin tradition. 

Page 69. — Enoch Goodwin (fourth son of Aaron) was born 
June 8, 1788, in Connecticut, according to his son Aaron's state- 
ment. He married Sarah Hopkins, who was born August 9, 
1789, a daughter of Joslin Hopkins. Enoch was a farmer and a 
Whig.

Mr. Goodwin is 
a retired farmer, residing at Kahoka, Mo., removing there in 
1857 from Lebanon, Ind.

Aaron Goodwin (Enoch, Aaron), born July 29, 1816, in Sher- 
born, Bath county, Ky., was married, first, December 6, 1836, at 
Sherborn, to Nancy Hendrix, born May 31, 1817, in Sherborn, a 
daughter of Peter Hendrix. She died in Lebanon, Ind., in 1845. 
Aaron Goodwin married, second, Oct. 1, 1846, in Lebanon, Eliza 
G. Shoemaker, born April 3, 1821, died Aug. 8, 1895. Mr. Good- 
win is a farmer, and resides three miles from Lebanon, Ind. All 
his children are dead except the four youngest sons. Children by 
first wife : i.
